Workman Fatally Burned. 

On Tuesday Micheli Sardellita was so 
seriously burned at the Fuller Works on 
Tuesday that he died Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. Fiom the evidence at the Coro¬ 
ner’s inquest it appears that Sardellita 
had worked just one week for the W. P. 
Fuller Co. On Tuesday lie was put to 
cleaning out an empty oil tank and was 
warned to lie careful and not smoke 
while at work. About 2:30 o’clock C. 
W. Sanders, an employee at Fuller’s, 
heard an explosion and saw smoke com¬ 
ing from the tank where Sardellita was 
working. Sanders ran to the tank and 
up the ladder and found the inside of 
the tank in flames, and saw a man 
writhing on the floor. Sanders ran for 
a rope but before doing so placed the 
ladder inside the tank as near as possi¬ 
ble to the injured man. Others came 
immediately and the injured man was 
rescued from the tank, his clothing 
ablaze and he, himself, in agony from 
the burns lie had received. The un¬ 
fortunate man was removed to the hos¬ 
pital of Doctors Plymire & Plymire, 
where he died at about one o’clock a. m. 
Wednesday, the 26th inst. 

A pipe and tobacco was found in the 
tank after the tire was extinguished and 
the supposition is that the deceased 
struck a match to light his pipe and 
♦ hat tiie gas accumulated in the tank 
exploded. The body was taken in 
charge by a brother of deceased and 
buried in the Italian cemetery.
